the Government General who would suffer under these tensions 
os for 2s progress in their jobs is concerned, Such tension 
would even meke itself increasingly felt in the entire 
relationship betwecn Reich =- and Government Generel, rnd 
which - if it could not be solved on friendly terms - would 
best be solved by the resignetion of the Governor General.- 
The answer of the Reichminister Dr. Lammers resp. of the 


Fuehrer has not arrived yet. 
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As I have stated in my final considerations to the development of the 
last quarter year, I had on the 24 August 1942 offered my resignation 
Governor Gemeral to the Fuchrer, Through Reichsminister Lammers 
formed 31 August 1942, that the Fuehrer would not accept my res 
The reasons were to be made known to me in a discussion with Reichsminister 

I learned from various sources in thé meantime,were 
n of foreign policy. The non-acceptance 

of my resignation as Governor General I consider not as a favor, nor as 
a possible symptom of a chance of attitude of the Fuehrer toward me, but 
rather as a special measure dictated by condideration of p 
poses, which halds me in a position, about which torrents rage, 

outwardly the serious tension, which arose through 

events. 
Upon my returm from Munich on 16 September, I again took over the 

immediate direction of the office of Governor General, recognising 
diately, through documents which had arrived in my absence and events 
which I experienced after the re-acceptance of my duty, that the concen- 
tric attack against my perscnal activity in the third Reich is continued 
in full force and with all available means. Not only occured the transi- 
tion of the functions of my representatives in the Reichsrechtsamt, the 
NSRB and in the icademy for German laws under the most dishonorable 
circumstances, and hateful conditions for the persons hit by this measure, 
but beyond this, through a systematically stirred up cruel and inciting 
propaganda against my person and work, the situation was kept electrically 
overcharged, with the obvious intention, to maintain the appearance of this 


artificially created situation and to let my activity in this respect appear 
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as dangerous as possible to officials and the population of the 


Government General and also at home. Added to this were constantly dealt 
out little pinpricks, which critically interfering with the smallest 

detail showed themselves usually in the form of teletype messages and 
letters of the Heichsminister and the Chief of the Reich Chancellory 

and which permanently attempt, to cut in on the jurisdiction of the 
Governor General and to cut out whole administrative branches of the 
Government Ceneral. It is more than obvious, that it is intended to limit 
the authority of the Governor Ceneral through such measures, which extend tc 


all spheres of celebration of ceremonies, the setting of new lower sala- 


ries of officials and employees in the Government General etc. 


Only the fact, that the war situation has taken a tremendous turn 
for the worse and thet the position of the Cerman troops, especially 
on the Eastern front has become extraordinarily difficult, makes me 
bear this silently and fulfil. my duty as far as the development of 
these circumstances permit. Though I am newly attacked for this, the 
force of my conscience will not be touched and it urges upon me the holy 
doctrine, to remain on the barricades of a specific personal deployment of 
duty in the service of the Reich and our people rather than in the light 
of the stubborn continued policy in the least important position in the 
Reich to cause difficulties 2t this tragic moment to Adolf Hitler or 
in any: event to the fighting troops by 2 resignation, which would have 
the most farreaching political repercussions. I would like to state 
emphatically, thzt no other viewpoint could inddce.me to further r2- 
main here, but only consideration of the necessity of preserving a 
careful attitude with respect to foreign politicshas kept me from taking 


the most drastic steps. 
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In the light of the foregoing these steps however are only postponed. 
It is certain, that at the next opportunity that offers itself to this 
cligue I will be overthrown and eliminated. Neither myself nor any 
other knowing about the circumstances have any doubts about that. One 
thing is clear; I concede not a point to them in my opinion, that the 
at present by the Fuehrer adapted course of violence, the total elimina- 
tion of the security of law and the rezime with the aid of concentration 
camps and the despotism of the police constitutes one of the gravest 
dangers that has ever arisen to the Fuehrer as woll 2s to his Reich. It 
is again the same picture, as we have seen it in 1914-18, only the other 
weyaround: While the front fights heroically, the development of the inner 
political situation ət home is being forced in a direction, which might 
well be of decisive influence in the destiny of the autcome of the war 
and which separates the people from its government. With this opinion 
prevailing amongst the Fuchrerkorps of the present Reich I could not 
convince the Fuehrer of my opinion, and I must be content with the destiny 
of the prophet, who sees evil foreboding, but cannot change it at the 
present moment. Above 211 prophecy there is the sense of duty which 
compels, me to remain in a position, where the fate of hard times had 
placed me and to continue my service even under the most terrible cir- 
cumstances. It is thereforenot personal reasons, not ambition nor lust 
for titles nor "Postenkleberei" hanging on to enes job, but rather the 
of a captain, who under the most trying circumstances tries to 
is ship safely ashore, that hold me to my place, 

Individually the development of relations between the Governor General 
and personalities within his jurisdiction who are in total accord with 
the SS Reichleadership takes on ominous proportions. This dissension 
is outwardly clezrly visible and is considered by the foreign element 


of the population in this country as a dangerous .weakening of the posi- 


tion of German unity. Since however the fight against me personally 
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was led in every respect without consideration of the fact, as to wether 
the territories of the creater German Reich under my jurisdiction, would 
suffer by it practicelly, economically, politically, socially and also in 
measures of security, my ppcnents will remain unable to understand. In 
their blind hatred and their intention to get rid of me at any cost they 
see only their own clicuc-interests. Of course signs of cracking already 
appear in this power block of my enemies and the time vill coms, when I 
wili be able to ascertain, that even under the trying circumstances of my 
‘inner pelitical fight, powerful personalities of the opposing side even 
within this country will profess themselves to be on my side. The: internal 
dissension alone in the circle of my territorial opponents here is 2 point 
of solace to me and shows perhaps the line of direction, in which the 
Cerman people will find redemption from this ill development of 
Socialism, which in its orignial concept of purity was thought to be the 
greatest fortune of the German people and must be reestablished in this 
purity, 
The harvest in this land turned out to be exceptionally good and the 
possibility exists to deliver the quota of ' ae * 500.000 tons of 
vo the Reich, which had been imposed upon the country 
‘apacity for reasons of personal hatred against me, It 
will be one of the greatest triumphs of my constructive work in this region, 
should the fulfilment ,of this stipulation be achieved, still all these 
demands are only mide to find another argument against me in case of non- 
compliance. In general the economic situation corresponds to the over all 
European situation. So far the population is still quiet and docile, which 
in the main is sttritutable to the fact that I am still Governor General. 
For the foreign population I still represent a Germany, which for its own 
profit sees a better guarantee in pea eful, cultural and charitable practices 


of administration 
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than in the continuous use of hard and brutal force. 
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It is impossible to foretell what times will bring about but it is 
obvious what they have produced. The Germany of Adolf Hitler has entered 
the most difficult period of its existence. It is necessary for us to 
be sentinels for ourselves and for the Reich. Thus taking the long view 
I am willing to continue my work, 

I have given instructions to include to-day's memorandum as a special 
note into my diary and to start a new volume beginning with the 1 Septem- 
ber 1942, It stands to reason that I mst separate this new chapter of 
the Government General from my earlier activities in this country, with 


regard to the contents, the objectives,and the aims.

8.Report of SS and police chief BOETTCHER about the 
security situation in the > district of RADOM. 

$S-Oberfuchrer BOETTCHER reports that up to March 1942 
the number of attacks and the number of participants in 
these attacks did not cause any alarm. The participants 
in such attacks amounted to 10, in rare cascs at the most 
to 15 bandits. They were native inhabitants who have bcen 
cngaged in their customary trade for a long time. Attacks 
that showcd a strong political trend were seldom observed. 

Beginning with Avril 1942, the slowly increasing number 

attacks in the shape of forced robberies cha nged the 
aieas However, it was often found later on that, con- 
trary to the reports, they were only simple burglarics. 


Up to April 1942 the number of of attaks. per month remained 
below 100, the number per month rose first to 105 in April, 
in July to 206, in November to 365, in February to 493, in 
March to 705, in April to 965, and in May 1943 more than 
1000 will be reached. 


During the last six months, I have not only noticed 


a rapid increase in the number of attacks, but also an ever 
increasing number of participants, better weapons and 
organisation as well as a regular pattern of action. The 
attacks were always directed upon German objects or those 
crving German interests, and there was the tendency to 


cause disturbancés: in the German administration, the German 
communication system, the German economy. 
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There were also attacks upon small post-offices,railroad 


stations, tax collector offices, local administration 
offices (Gemeindesemter), dairies, collecting stations 


for milk and eggs, properties of the real estate administra- 
tion, sawmills etc., where often a large amount of money 
was stolen, 

During the first three months of 1943,14 Germans have 
been murdered, in April 36. The attack upon ANTONIENHOF did 
cost 17 lives. The number of Poles murdered for political 
reasons rose to 54 in April. Attacks by bandits took place: 
22 in February, 39 in April, 83 in May, 102 attacks took 
place upon local administrative offices. 

£ regular pattern of action could clearly be noticed, 
This gave the following pictures; the Polish national 
activity is insignificant the whole terrorsistic activity 
is started by the communists. Therc is a centralised leader- 
ship from Warsaw and special functionaries with special 
training for terroristic fighting. In the different larger 
towns there are special staffs for providing arms. Just as 
we noticed that the provision of arms ete. is done by 
parachute, we also found that the general directives for 
terroristic activity comes from abroad. There exists an 
excéllent communication system with all technical facilitics 
and also a smooth working military leadership. 

As far as the composition of the gangs in the 
district of RADOM is concerned, we noticed that they were 
not gangs which were constantly banding together day and 
night, because then it would be only a military task to 
destroy them. Apart from a small nucleus these gangs 
consist of men who joined the others only for hours or days, 
but who otherwise followed their occupations in the villages. 
Even the arms equipment andammunition is hidden in the 
villages, which 
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conclusion may be drawn from the fact that explosives 
often blew up in the houses of such villages. From all 


of this the great difficulty of fighting these gangs 
can be seen, 

In 1942 the German police forces including the 
"Special Service" lost 20 men, during the first quarter 
of 1943 7, in April 4, in May 14. 16 members of the 
Polish police lost their lives in 1942, 14 during the 


first quarter of 1943, 6 in April, also 6 in May. The 


subeleaders (Unterfuehrer) and men of the Polish police, 


with few execptions, showed a surprising sense of duty, 
something which could not be said of the Polish police 


officers, who were mostly unreliable.

During the last few months a steady aggravation 
of the political situation can be observed. It has not been 
found out yet how far the Polish resistance movement, which 
works separately in several groups, but which apparently has 
uniform leadership, cooperates with the increasingly strong 
terror groups. 


In the county district of Pulawy, in the month of 
May alone, 11 administrative offices have been attacked and 
postly destroyed. Of a total of 26 village administrative 
offices up to now, 22 have been totally or partially destroyed. 
several offices that started to work again after the destruc- 
tion and which haa laboriously created new records, were 
attacked again. Three communities have becn attacked and dês- 
troyed three times in all: In other counties of the district, 
the number of attacks upon community offices increased 
steadily. In the county of Dublin (Rural) about 50% of the 
administrative offices have been destroyed. It ig Similar: in 
the counties Krasnik, Radzyn, Krasnystaw, and Biala, Podlaska. 
During these attacks mayors, village officials, V-men, em- 
ployees of the employment offices, cattle registrars etc, 
were killed, and lately in many cases village officials were 
attacked, their lists destroyed and their tax money taken. 
The collecting of taxes is done by the village officials who 
collect the taxes of the village community and transmit them 
to the larger COMMUNItLeESccccccce 
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It has been found, that in the territory of the 
county district of Pulawy about 4 terror groups are active 
which work within the county under centralized leadership. 
Similar conditions probably exist in the other counties of 
the district. The terror groups use various political ille- 
gal Polish organizations for carrying out their acts of 
sabotage. Besides the Polish resistance movement, the most 
important political fighting groups are the communistic 
Polish Worker's Party and the Polish Peasant Party, which, 
while not so radical in its political views, has néverthe- 
less, put itself under the leadership of the terror groups. 


The terror groups themselves consist of about 15-30 leaders, 


escaped Soviet prisoners of war, Soviet leaders dropped by 
parachutes, Jews and Poles who hola radical views. 


The activity of the terror groups and those Polish 
fighting groups led by them is not directed solely upon 
the killing of mayors, village officials, V-men etc., and 
the destruction of administrative offices, dairies, saw 
mills, post offices, branch employment offices, but especi- 
ally upon the seizure of arms and amunition. During the last 
two weeks in the county district of Pulawy alone, the ban- 
dits managed to get into their hands from the Germans alone 
arms for a whole company. 


The German leadership in this territory is in danger 
to get lost completely, unless strong measures are taken 
within the shortest period to re-establish the completely 
sunken German authority. We are facing insurrection. In the 
name of the county chiefs, I ask you, Governor General, to 
take the necessary steps.

Beginning 1 September I will 
make certain thet the population is assured of 4 certain 
stendard of living, necessary. for its proper maintainance, 
In this way we avert many dangers which loom ahead of us today, 
I may only remind of the terrible picture, which tuberculosis 


presents in this country. 
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In connection with the considerate treatment of this popu- 
lation of foreign nationality in the sense of uur interest, 
the question of the training of young physicians of for- 
eign nationality is of course of the greatest importance.

Graf Ronikier points to the difficult work of the Polish Cent¥al Committee, 
The new measures in the district Lublin produces such 2 large number of 
people in need of help that they have to ask the Governor General's assistan- 
Co.
